U.S. Map Is Bicentennial 
Project At M ound Street

The likeness, stretching 58 feet long 
and 36 feet high, is somewhat altered, 
Lynette Fromme 
Goes On Trial; 
Legal Duel Seen 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) — 
Lynette Fromme, charged with at­ 
tempting to assassinate President 
Ford, goes on trial with the possibility 
of legal issues yielding center stage to 
a courtroom duel between the devotee 
of the Charles Manson family and the 
presiding judge. 
Jury selection begins today in the 
trial of Miss Fromme, 27, who was 
arrested in a park near the state 
Capitol Sept. 5 after Secret Service 
agents said she pointed a loaded .45- 
caliber pistol at Ford from two feet 
away. 
Miss Fromme was found mentally 
competent to stand trial and has been 
held under $350,000 bail in a maximum 
security cell here. 
The President gave a videotaped 
deposition in the case at the request of 
the defense, which has the option of 
using the tape during the trial if it 
judges it to be helpful to its case. It 
would be the first time a President has 
testified in a criminal trial. 
U.S. District Judge Thomas Mac- 
bride says he will question prospective 
jurors one by one. The questions were 
submitted in advance by lawyers in the 
case, presum ably including Miss 
Fromme, whom MacBride is per­ 
mitting to act as her own attorney. He 
also appointed a cocounsel, attorney 
John Virga. 
MacBride says jury selection should 
take only about three days. Miss 
Fromme said earlier she won’t be 
“picky” because ifs impossible to find 
jurors who haven’t heard of the case. 
Miss Fromme is the first person to 
be charged and tried under a 1965 
federal law against attempted murder 
of a president. The law was passed 
after the 1963 assassination of Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy. 
If convicted, she could be sentenced 
to life in prison, the same sentence 
Manson and four followers are now 
serving in the slayings of actress Sha­ 
ron Tate and six others. 
Miss Fromme and Virga are ex­ 
pected in their defense to argue that 
she was trying to make a political 
statement when she pointed the pistol 
at Ford and that she did not intend to 
kill him. 
One issue expected to be argued is 
whether the trigger was pulled. Some 


witnesses say they heard a click, and 
some say they heard no click. 
Agents found four live rounds of 
ammunition in the magazine of the 
pistol, but no cartridge in the firing 
chamber. 
In 
his 
still-sealed 
videotaped 
testimony given Saturday at the White 
House, it was expected Ford was asked 
whether he heard a click, as well as 
questions about Miss Fromme’s facial 
expression. 
But the legal battle over Miss 
Fromme’s intentions with the gun may 
yield to a courtroom duel between her 
and McBride. 
When McBride, compelled by court 
rulings, allowed Miss Fromme to be 
her own attorney, he warned her to 
stick to the subject of her guilt or in­ 
nocence. In a recent interview from 
her jail cell she appeared ready to defy 
the warning. 
She said that attempted murder is a 
question of intent; intent involves the 
state of mind; and her state of mind 
may concern “such social m atters as 
the court has deemed unfit for court 
consumption.” 
O peration 
Aids Franco, 
Medics Say

— Gen­ 
eralissimo Francisco Franco’s doctors 
reported this afternoon that his pulse, 
heart beat and temperature were 
normal after a three-hour operation 
during the night which halted the ab­ 
dominal bleeding that had been putting 
added strain on the 82-year-old dic­ 
tator’s damaged heart. 
Sources at Franco’s Pardo Palace 
said he had exchanged a few words 
this morning with his 
wife 
and 
daughter and other members of the 
family. 
A medical bulletin issued at 1:30 
p.m. disclosed that 
the 
surgeons 
drained more than six quarts of excess 
fluid from his abdomen while he lay on 
the operating table. The bulletin said 
there had been no “manifest” new 
accumulations since then. 
Although Franco’s heart came 
through the operation without new 
damage or danger signs, his general 
condition continued “ g rav e,” the 
doctors said. 
“Only an exceptional physique could 
have survived such an operation, given 
his age and physical condition,” a 
member of the family said, according 
to the Europa Press news agency. 
The doctors said they removed three 
stomach ulcers and repaired a per­ 
forated abdominal artery . They 
reported that both Franco’s pulse and 
heart 
beat were normal as 
the 
anesthetic began wearing off two 
hours after the operation. 
However, the medical bulletin said 
Franco’s condition was still "very 
grave.” 
The doctors reported that nearly 
eight quarts (7^ liters) of blood were 
given Franco rn transfusions during 
the operation.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio 
citizens stopped at polling places today 
to decide the fate of the most ambitious 
state bond package ever put before 
voters in the United States. 
The decison was being made on Gov. 
James A. Rhodes’ $4 5 billion bond 
package, which he has billed as a 
“Blueprint for Ohio” to lead the state 
out of recession and toward economic 
prosperity. Rhodes voted about an 
hour after polls opened at 6:30 a.m. 
Opponents contend it could send the 
state into bankruptcy. They were 
standing on streets in at least one city 
urging votes against the issues by 
holding homemade signs and draping 
banners made of bed sheets over high­ 
way overpasses. 
Secretary of State Ted W. Brown has 
predicted that 3.1 million Ohioans 
would cast their ballots before the polls 
close at 7:30 p.m. That would equal the 
turnout in last year’s hotly contested 
gubernatorial race. 
But indications from early voting 
from around the state showed the 
turnout may be below that figure. 
In Cuyahoga County, Elections 
Director Virgil Brown said voting was 
“steady throughout the county, but I 
wouldn’t say heavy.” In urban Lucas 
County and rural Union County, voting 
was normal for an off-year election. 
The Montgomery County Board of 
Elections said campaign signs were 
removed at some polling places when 
they were discovered to be too close to 
the voting booths. 
The National Weather Service was 
predicting variable cloudiness for the 
balloting, with tem peratures this 


afternoon in the 60s and low 70s and 
some chance of rain. 
There are nine proposed con­ 
stitutional 
am endm ents 
on 
the 
statewide ballot. But the governor's 
four proposals, Issues 2, 3, 4 and 5, 
overshadow all the others in potential 
impact on the state. 
In order, they are a tax abatement 
measure for new industry, a $1.75 
billion bond issue for transportation 
projects, a state-assisted housing pro­ 
gram and a $2.75 billion bond issue for 
capital improvements and city aid. 
Supporters have pushed the issues 
with an advertising blitz which may 
have cost $2 million by the time the 
polls close tonight. The bulk of the 
money has come from companies and 
associations which would benefit from 
passage of the issues. 
Those companies have not hidden 
their support. The Ohio Contractors 
Association, which spent almost 
$400,000 through Oct. 15 in support of 
the issues, argues that self-interest is 
not necessarily opposed to public in­ 
terest. The association said that, in 
producing jobs, what helps them also 
helps the state. 
But the blitz virtually eclipsed op­ 
ponents, who gratefully accepted free 
advertising time from some state 
television stations in the closing days 
of the campaign. 
The opponents argue that the issues 
potentially are a “ blueprint for 
bankruptcy," with higher taxes and a 
long-term debt which might threaten 
the state’s fiscal soundness. 
Rhodes called 
unusual 
weekend 
news conferences Saturday and 


Sunday to promote the issues and 
attack their opponents, but said the 
sessions should not be interpreted as a 
last-m inute effort to salvage a 
faltering cam paign. He predicted 
victory for all four issues 


Five other constitutional amend­ 
ments are also on the ballot. 
Two of those, Issues 6 and 7, were 
proposed by Brown to simplify elec­ 
tions. They would eliminate the so­ 
called bedsheet ballot and ease con­ 
stitutional requirements for rotating 
candidates’ names on the ballot. 


Issue I would allow recreational land 
to be valued for tax purposes ac­ 
cording to its use rather than its 
potential use; Issue 8 would allow state 
aid to the government-created railroad 
companies, Amtrak and ConRatl, and 
Issue 9 would legalize chantable 
bingo. 
Voters also face city council and 
mayor races and local bond issues and 
school levies. 
Cleveland Mayor Ralph Perk is 
running for hts third term in the 
nation’s 10th largest city. He faces the 
challenge of Cleveland Board of 
Education President Arnold Pinkney. 
In Cincinnati, the CharterDemocrat 
coalition, victorious in the past two 
elections, is seeking to continue its 
control of the Cincinnati City Council. 
It faces a determined challenge from 
Republicans, who hope to capitalize on 
Democratic city hall scandals.

incumbent 
Republican Mayor Tom Moody is 
being challenged by veteran city 
Councilman Dr. John H. Rosemond. 
Cabinet Shakeup Raises Questions 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford is changing personnel but not 
policy, declaring a new team of “my 
guys” will continue on a course of 
peace and prosperity into the 1976 
campaign. 
Ford announced the biggest shakeup 
of his administration Monday night in 
the top levels of defense and foreign 
policy. He also said that while Vice 
President Nelson A. Rockefeller is 
dropping off the election team , 
Rockefeller has promised to support 
his election bid. 
Ford told a nationally broadcast 
news conference that he isn’t worried 
about Ronald Reagan or any other 
challenger and that he is optimistic 
about the election one year away. 
“I am not worried about any com­ 
petitor, Democratic or Republican," 


he said. “I am convinced the American 
people feel that we have been success­ 
ful in foreign policy, the Middle East, 
Europe, et cetera. 
“ I am convinced that we are well on 
the road to a good economic situation 
in 1976. So, when you combine peace 
and prosperity, any incumbent pres­ 
ident ought to be very happy." 
The personnel changes included: 
- James R. Schlesinger, who has 
frequently disagreed openly with 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
over detente with the Soviet Union, is 
out as secretary of defense. He will be 
replaced by Donald Rumsfeld, now 
White House staff chief. 
Sources close to Ford say Rumsfeld 
will balance Kissinger’s influence and 
that both will have equal access to 
Ford, though Pentagon officials say 


Rumsfeld will have to assert himself 
early to avoid being dominated by 
Kissinger. 
- William E. Colby is fired as head 
of the CIA, to be replaced by George 
Bush, former Texas congressman, 
Republican national chairman. U.S. 
ambassador to the United Nations and 
now U.S. representative in Peking. 
Ford said Colby has done an out­ 
standing job of working with Congress 
during a difficult period of intelligence 
investigation. Colby’s resignation had 
been expected after current congres­ 
sional probes are over, but sources 
said the move was accelerated as the 
result of a growing feeling at the White 
House that Colby had cooperated too 
freely with congressional investigators 
and had allowed too many of the agen-

WASHINGTON (AP) — In stressing 
the team theme in his national security 
leadership changes, President Ford 
indicates he expects no more bickering 
between the 
Pentagon and State 
Department. 
But some veteran Pentagon officials 
say that Donald Rumsfeld, named to 
become the new secretary of defense, 
will have to assert himself early to 
avoid being dominated by Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger. 
In a Monday night news conference, 
Ford said neither policy nor per­ 
sonality differences between Kissinger 
and Secretary of Defense James R. 
Schlesinger 
contributed 
to 
Schlesinger’s ouster in favor of 
Rumsfeld. 
That does not square with accounts 
from Pentagon sources associated 
with Schlesinger. These sources say 
Ford told Schlesinger on Sunday he 
was being replaced because there had 
been too much friction between 
Schlesinger and Kissinger over 
detente with Russia. 
Ford said “there were no basic 
differences’’ between himself and 
Schlesinger. 
But the President left the impression 
that he kept Schlesinger on at the 
Pentagon for 
15 
months 
after 
President Richard M. Nixon resigned 
only for continuity until Ford was 
prepared to form his own team. 
“I wanted a team that was my 
team ,” Ford said. 
By every indication, Schlesinger did 
not regard himself as a temporary 
holdover and was surprised when Ford 
notified him Sunday that he was out. 
Sources close to Ford predicted that 
Rumsfeld, a longtime friend and now 
the President’s chief of staff, will have 
much more influence with Ford than 
Schlesinger ever had. 
One such source said that “three 
weeks after Rumsfeld is confirmed, 
you won’t be seeing any more of this 
Kissinger meeting with Ford.” 
Ford himself spoke of Rumsfeld’s 
“working relationship with me.” 
Although the President said “the 
nation owes a deep debt of gratitude” 
to Schlesinger for serving in a number 
of high government posts, Ford did not 
praise Schlesinger’s performance as 
defense secretary. 
By contrast, Ford said, “I’m keeping 
Secretary Kissinger because he has 
done an outstanding job.” 
Aides said Schlesinger plans no 
public statements. He probably will 
leave the Pentagon for the last time at 
the end of this week.

NEW YORK - 
died Helen Keller 
Shortly before she 
— blind, deaf and 
dauntless — told me that if miracles 
were being handed out, she would pray 
to have her hearing restored. Never 
mind the eyesight. 
“ Hearing 
is 
the 
source 
of 
knowledge,” she said in the rasping 
voice she had fashioned for herself but 
never heard. “To be cut off from sound 
— that is to be isolated, indeed, from 
the world.” 
Miss Keller was known as an am­ 
bassadress for the blind; yet the power 
of hearing was the loss she regretted 
most. She dearly loved to attend 
Broadway musicals, and claimed she 
could simulate the music in her head 
by feeling the beat of it through the 
floor and the seat she occupied. (“ I 
love it when the music is so strong, it 
makes the arms of the chair quiver,” 
she said.) She never actively fought for 
the cause of the deaf because the 
world’s “normal” people have never 
been roused to mass sympathy for the 
affliction, as they have been alarmed 


by the condition of the blind . . . 
Deafness causes no fever, no crut­ 
ches, no seeing-eye dog, not even a 
sneeze. As a deaf man wrote me once, 
“It doesn’t make you sick; it just 
makes people sick of you. They’re 
somehow annoyed that a person who 
looks so perfectly healthy can’t un­ 
derstand what they’re saying.” 
If she were alive today, I suspect 
Helen Keller would take a strong stand 
against Noise Pollution, which some 
scientists say is the Public Enemy No. 
I of contemporary America. Our 
constant noise, it seems, has made 
“progressive deafness” a significant 
affliction in the U.S. 
According to Collette Ram say, 
founder of the “Deafness Research 
Foundation;” 
“Deafness takes more victims in the 
United States than all the sufferers 
from Cancer, m ultiple sclerosis, 
epilepsy, tuberculosis and blindness 
combined.” Yet who’s listening to the 
threat? “The public remains almost 
totally apathetic about the dangers to

NEW YORK (AP) — Can the sharp 
improvement in the Gross National 
Product during the third quarter be 
continued into this, the final three- 
month period of the year? If only it 
could be. 
If it could be you would find Wall 
Street forgetting its worries, workers 
being added to payrolls at a near­ 
record pace, profits soaring, and 
consumer buying getting caught up in 
the enthusiasm. 
The third quarter is being viewed, 
however, as something unique. Seldom 
can two such powerful quarters follow 
each other, and business economists 
don’t expect the fourth quarter to be an 
exception. 
Estimates vary, as of course they 
always do where economists are in­ 
volved, but the rate of improvement 
during the final three months of 1975 is 
expected to range down to zero by 
some forecasters. 
In the third quarter the CNP soared 
at an annual rate of 11.2 pier cent. 
A surge of that intensity would ap­ 
pear to contain energy sufficient to 
keep it going, albeit at a slower pace, 
for several more months. An impor­ 
tant ingredient, however, seems to 
have been missing. 
Surveys show that throughout the 
advance of the third quarter millions 
of Americans were almost totally 
unaware of any improvement. If the 
surveys are to be believed, consumers 
remained cautious. 
In fact, one survey by a very large 
commercial bank indicated that at the 
very time the economy was on its up­ 
surge, most Americans were com­ 


plaining that it was getting worse. 
While consumer spending did rise, 
especially for automobiles, it was 
inconsistent. Some department stores 
continued to report unsatisfactory 
sales. A variety of durable goods 
retailers were less than satisfied. 
Much of the increased production 
appears to have gone back into in­ 
ventories rather than to the retail 
consumer. And some of the goods that 
did reach the consumer were snapped 
up in fear of higher prices later. 
Industry, while enjoying the sharp 
upturn, showed little evidence either 
that it was anticipating a continuation. 
It contributed little in the way of 
spending for capital improvement, and 
isn’t expected to do so in this quarter 
either. 
Without commitment from these two 
essential groups, industry- and the 
consumer, it is just about impossible 
for the recovery to be smooth and 
strong. 
The 
situation 
also 
presents 
Washington with a problem in human 
relations that is exemplified by this 
question; “ How do you convince the 
people that the economy is getting 
stronger?” 
Somehow-, many 
American 
con­ 
sumers and businessmen appear to 
feel they have been untouched by the 
recovery. While they don’t deny the 
statistical evidence, they view it as 
unreal in their own situations. 
They are saying in effect, that if a 
strong recovery is under way it must 
be happening to somebody else. They 
are waiting to be touched by the good 
news before they conunit themselves.

its own hearing.” 
This unfortunate situation results 
from living in such a disastrously noisy 
environment that we scarcely know 
quiet when we hear it. And because 
noise is, to many, a semantic puzzle 


When you listen to your TV, it 
produces a friendly sound. When you 
hear your neighbor’s TV, it produces 
an irritating noise. When your stereo is 
on, you hear music. When your son’s 
radio is on, you hear cacophony. “Turn 
off that noise!” you may scream. To 
your son, that scream is pollution. 
It all adds up — even the good sounds 
— to a 
nationwide din 
that 
is 
destroying our health and hearing. 
Many 
doctors 
and 
acoustical 
technicians are aware of this, but 
people are still not terribly concerned. 
“ Death — particularly mass death 
— are the criteria for taking anything 
seriously in America,” said authority 
Robert Alex Baron, who wrote the 
book, “The Tyranny of Noise.” We 
took action against air pollution 
“because of the fear of mass deaths 
from it. You could see air pollution. 
Noise pollution, however, is an in­ 
visible poison. We know it makes us 
tense and irritable, and we are vaguely 
aware that it affects our biological 
systems adversely, and changes our 
blood pressure. But we tolerate it 
because, so far, nobody has proved 
that it can cause widespread death.” 
Meanwhile, we live amid the ex- 
crutiating environm ent of trucks, 
sirens, 
jackham m ers, 
horns, 
screeches, dishwashers, ventilators, 
air-conditioners, traffic, garage cans, 
and dozens of other disturbers of the 
peace. “We tolerate,” said Baron, 
“because if we are aware that noise 
bothers us, to whom do we complain? 
And what will happen if we complain? 
Nothing.” 
laying the blame on corporations 
and public officials who quietly ignore 
the din, he suggested that we, the 
people, must cry out — “loudly, if we 
are to be heard” — and force business 
and industry to “design for quiet” : 
quieter vehicles, appliances, ac­ 
cessories and construction equipment. 
“With our scientific and technological 
brains, anything can be designed to be 
less noisy than it now is. 
“ Yov know, people have been 
disturbed by noise since time im­ 
memorial. Julius Caesar tried to halt 
the noises of chariots. Queen Elizabeth 
I banned the beating of wives after IO 
p.m. But today, we throw up our hands 
and take it for granted, thinking 
there’s nothing we can do.” 
Ironically, the more sophisticated 
our technology becomes, the more the 
din grows. “Let us face it,” the maker 
of our raucous garbage disposal unit 
says, “We could make you a larger, 
bulkier, more expensive unit which 
would dramatically cut down the noise 
in your kitchen. Would you buy it — at 
perhaps twice the cost of your present 
disposal? I suggested he make it, and 
I’d see. “Sorry,” he said. “No con­ 
sumer promises, no company risks.” 
So the sound of money-changing is the 
most polluting of all. And the hush of 
nonfunctioning cash registers is a 
deathly silence. 
Faced with the facts, it is no wonder 
w hatever 
that 
the 
m editation 
movement is catching on in America. 
The only available quiet may be in our 
own minds. . .

I can’t seem to open the paper 
without being scared about em­ 
physema. My wife and family hound 
me to stop smoking cigarettes since 
the doctor said my cough is due to 
tobacco. I have cut down to one pack a 
day. 
Mr. H.U., III. 
Dear Mr. U. : 
The fact that you read so much about 
emphysema is a testimonial to the 
excellent health campaigns about this 
serious disease. 
This devastating lung disorder can 
rarely be completely reversed when 
once chronic changes in the lungs have 
begun. 
Cigarette smoking, undoubtedly, is 
the most important culprit responsible 
for the destructive changes in the tiny 
air sacs of the lungs which eventually 
make breathing difficult. 
The wheezing and the shortness of 
breath associated with chronic em­ 
physema make invalids out of people 
who might otherwise be productive 
and happy. 
It is true, or course, that there are 
other causes for emphysema besides 
tobacco. Yet, if the single element of 
cigarette smoking is considered to be a 
factor by your doctor it should be 
totally eliminated. 
It must be obvious to you that any 
threat to your health must necessarily 


be a similar threat to the security of 
your wife and children. It is un­ 
derstandable, therefore, that they, in 
their anxiety, may tend to nag you, 
hoping that in some way you can 
sensibly understand the ever-present 
danger to your health caused by your 
smoking even one* pack a day. 


Are vibrating machines any good for 
losing weight and reducing the flab 
around the waist?

Dear Miss C.: 
They are not of any value in weight 
reduction. Many purchasers of these 
machines buy them as a means of 
avoiding the simple reality that they 
eat too much. Yet it is true that these 
vibrating machines can give better 
tone to the muscles and perhaps firm 
the body tissues.The “flab” you refer 
to is usually a collection of sub­ 
cutaneous (under the skin) ac­ 
cumulation of fat. To get rid of this 
“flab” the maching should be used in 
conjunction with a reducing diet.

In the nearly IO years since the bill 
was withdrawn from circulation, the 
value of a dollar has declined to 61 
cents of what it was then. That means 
the two-dollar bill would be worth only 
$1.22 cents of its 1966 value. 
In fact, the inflation of recent years 
is a major reason for bringing back the 
bill. 
Jam es Conlon, director of the 
Bureau of Printing and Engraving, 
which prints U.S. currency, said that 
to meet the burgeoning demand for 
currency, the bureau lately has been 
printing 1.8 billion $1 bills annually. 
Production of 400 million twos a 
year, Conlon estimated, would mean 
only 900 million ones would be needed, 
resulting in a savings in printing costs 
of about $4 million annually. 
Actually, there has been a $2 bill 
during most of the nation’s history. It 
was discontinued in 1966 because of 
lack of public interest, part of which 
resulted from superstitions that a $2 
bill was somehow unlucky. 
But Conlon said the big reason the 
bill was not widely used was that too 
few were printed, only about six 
million annually. It becam e “ a 
statistical freak,” he said. 
A recent survey conducted by 
Harvard business school students for 
the Federal Reserve Board concluded 
that reintroduction of the $2 bill 
“would be entirely feasible” if accom­ 
panied by a large-scale educational 
campaign to promote its use.

Our nation’s veterans are an in­ 
dispensable

Those who have served our flag in 
peace and war have left their mark in 
a significant way on the history of our 
Republic and, indeed, the world.

We, as a nation, have traditionally 
set aside November lith as the date for 
paying special tribute to America’s 
veterans. The date has its origin in the 
World War I Armistice Day, “ on the 
eleventh hour of the eleventh day of the 
eleventh month.”

The vast majority of 
the states — over 40 — had already 
returned to the original date as state 
holidays even before the Ninety-fourth 
Congress this year wisely approved 
legislation redesignating November 
lith as the legal observance of 
Veterans Day. In fact, two states never 
changed the date in the first place. The 
change will become effective in 1978.

Case Bail 
Turned Down 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Two Ohio 
men whose conviction on marijuana 
charges will be reviewed by the 
Supreme Court were refused release 
on bail Monday. 


Jefferson Doyle and Richard Wood 
were denied bail by the full court, 
upholding a decision by Justice Byron 
White on July 31. 
The justices agreed on Oct. 6 to hear 
arguments of Doyle and Wood that 
their right to remain silent after their 
arrest was violated. 
In renewing their request for bail, 
they cited this action and a decision 
recently by the U.S. 6th Circuit Court 
of Appeals in Cincinnati that Ohio’s 20- 
to 49-year sentence for sale of mari­ 
juana is unconstitutionally excessive. 
The legislature since has revised the 
law regarding marijuana possession.

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Food Prices Steady, AP Survey Shows 


By LOUISE COOK 
Associated Press Writer 
Supermarket shoppers found over­ 
all grocery bills stayed fairly steady 
during October, an Associated Press 
marketbasket 
survey 
shows. 
Increases in the price of chopped 
chuck, frozen orange juice and butter 
were balanced by declines in the cost 
of eggs, hot dogs and sugar. 


The AP drew up a random list of 15 
commonly purchased food and nonfood 
items, checked the price at one super­ 
market in each of 13 cities on March I, 
1973 and has rechecked on or about the 
start of each succeeding month. 
During October, the marketbasket 
total at the checklist store increased in 
six cities, up an average 3 per cent, 
and decreased in seven cities, down an 
average 2 per cent. Over-all, the bill at 
the start of November was about a 
third of a per cent higher than it was a 
month earlier. 


The situation was similar to that in 


September when the bill also increased 
at the checklist store in six cities and 
declined in seven. 


The U.S. Department of Agriculture 
has predicted that food prices will 
increase about 9 per cent during 1975, 
compared to a 14-per-cent-boost last 
year. 


The biggest price fluctuation so far 
this year has been in sugar. At the 
start of 1975, a five-pound sack cost 
about $3. Prices have declined steadily 
since then and now average about $1.40 
for a five-pound sack. 


If sugar is included in the total, the 
AP survey shows the marketbasket 
bill has declined since the start of the 
year at the checklist store in ll cities. 
If sugar is not included, however, the 
survey shows the marketbasket bill 
has increased at the checklist store in 
every city, up an average of 8.9 per 
cent. 


Among other findings in the latest 
survey: 


—The price of chopped chuck in­ 
creased at the checklist store in nine of 
the 13 cities surveyed. The biggest 
boost was in Salt lake City where the 
price of a pound of capped chuck went 
from 73 cents to 85 cents, an increase of 
16 per cent. 
The higher prices reflect the grain- 
fed beef that is coming to market. 
Parlier this year, much of the meat in 
the supermarkets — particularly for 
hamburger — was less expensive 
grass-fed beef which generally is 
leaner and, some people believe, less 
tender than the grain-fed variety. 
- Egg prices, which had been rising 
in recent months, dropped again. The 
price of a dozen eggs declined at the 
checklist store in nine of the cities 
surveyed and increased in only one — 
Albuquerque, N.M. The price was 
unchanged in the other three cities. 
—The price of a pound of butter 


increased at the checklist store in eight 
of the cities surveyed, 
reflecting 
higher milk prices. 
—Frozen orange juice prices, which 
have stayed steady for more than two 
years, increased last month. The price 
of a sixounce can of frozen orange 
juice concentrate went up at the 
checklist store in seven of the cities 
surveyed.

But, at any 
rate, Crawford believes in working 
with the customer in every* aspect of 
his service. 
One way he accomplishes this is to 
bench test equipment at no charge to 
the customer.

Security forces counted fewer than 
IO killed or wounded in the past 24 
hours. 
But the political, economic and 
religious causes of I>ebanon’s seven- 
month-old 
civil 
war 
rem ain 
unresolved. 
The right-wing Christian Phalange 
party accused the leftwing Moslems 
and 
Palestinian 
guerrillas 
of 
numerous ceasefire violations and said 
its militiamen would not withdraw 
from four confrontation areas in 
downtown Beirut and the eastern 
suburbs 
until 
the 
governm ent 
“provides protection for individuals 
and business finns.’’ 
The Moslem lebanese and their 
Palestinian allies also held on to their 
front-line positions behind sandbag 
barricades and gun emplacements on 
many city streets. 
As a result, few of Beirut’s 1.8 
million people heeded Premier Rashid 
Karami’s appeal to return to work. 
The m erchants’ association said 
“trading cannot resume while all 
roads 
are 
unsafe.” 
Financial 
spokesmen said the city’s 76 banks 
would wait until Thursday before 


deciding whether to reopen. 
The “national reconciliation com­ 
mittee” came out of limbo to resume 
negotiations for a form ula 
for 
Christian-M oslem coexistence. But 
Interior Minister Camille Chamoun, a 
Maronite Christian, 
Ijoycotted the 
session because it was headed by 
Karami, a Moslem, underlining the 
bitter divisions that extend even into 
the cabinet. 
The Christians, a 40 per cent 
minority with an unequal share of the 
nation’s wealth and political power, 
want to maintain their position and 
also want the government to take 
control of the 12,000 armed Palestinian 
guerrillas and the Palestinian refugee 
camps which now constitute a virtual 
independent state within the country.

The new law, effective last Thur­ 
sday, made numerous changes in the 
thoroughbred and harness racing 
statutes, but its main thrust was to 
increase racing days and provide tax 
breaks for new tracks or those making 
improvements. 
It increased from 50 to 56 days the 
maximum number of days for each 
horse race meeting. Several tracks, 
with separate racing associations 
licensed as sponsors, hold more than 
one meeting a year. Northfield in 
Cleveland, for instance, has four — 
Northfield, Grandview, Randall, and 
Summit. They’ll combine next year for 
224 days of racing, and *possibly as 
many as 254. 


The law also provides for the first 
time an additional 30 days of winter 
racing, between Nov. I and March 15, 
for tracks which have winterized facil­ 
ities. The 30-day extensions are limited 
to one per track. Still, for a track such 
as Beulah Park south of Columbus, the 
law will mean 86 days next year in­ 
stead of 56. 
Some tracks moved at once to 
receive approval of a winter meeting, 
including Beulah which requested and 
received 26 new days between Nov. 8 
and Dec. 8. 
Paul D. Fleming Jr., executive 
secretary of the Ohio State Racing 
Commission, said most of the harness 
and thoroughbred tracks in the state 
already have been allocated the extra 
six days for next year. 
Beulah is the only thoroughbred 
track so far to be allocated the 30 extra 
winter days for 1976. Among the 
harness tracks, those receiving winter 
dates include Raceway Park in Toledo 
and lebanon Raceway. Scioto Downs 
harness track, Columbus, will race a 
total of 110 days next year under the 
auspices of its two separate as­ 
sociations. It didn’t ask for winter 
dates.

ninth. Texas A&M, idle last weekend, 
moved from fifth to fourth with 802 
points. 
The next four teams also moved up 
one position each. Alabama went from 
sixth to fifth with 665 points following a 
21-10 triumph over Mississippi State, 
Michigan rose from seventh to sixth 
with 587 points by defeating Minnesota

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W illiam sport O K s Changes 
In V illage W ater System 


W illiam sport council, concerned 
over the rising cost of producing 
water, okayed an emergency ordi­ 
nance Monday night to replace the 
chlorination process and defective 
control switches for the village water 
system. 
The action was recommended by 
Malcolm Grady and Jim 
Howell, 
members of the viallage Board of 
Public Affairs. 
The 
decision 
to 
replace 
the 
chlorination system was based on the 
heavy consumption of energy by the 
present liquid-type chlorinator. 
Council members learned that if the 
faulty control switches were replaced 
without 
a 
change 
of 
chlorination 
systems, the switches would probably 
have to be replaced again in about IO 
years. 
Council also okayed a proposal to 


construct a small building to house the 
new chlorinator. 
Total cost of the project is estimated 
at $7,000. 
Councilmen also adopted a curfew 
for village residents under 18-years- 
old. 
All persons 18 or younger must be 
accompanied by a parent or off village 
streets dependent upon a schedule 
which accompanied the emergency 
ordinance. 
The time element is IO p.m. for the 
sum m er months, May I through Oct. 
31, and 9 p.m. for the winter months, 
Nov. I through April 30. 
The ordinance also c a rried a 
provision for the levying of fines 
against offenders by Police Chief 
Patrick Dawson. 
In other business, council members 
tabled a proposal sought by the 


Williamsport Volunteer Fire Depart­ 
ment to fund the purchase of 15 alert 
monitors. 
The fire departm ent apparently is 
seeking funds from the village and 
Deercreek 
Twp. 
to 
purchase 
the 
monitors, which would be used to alert 
fire fighters in the event of a fire. 


Roy Hinton was present at the 
meeting and demonstrated two dif­ 
ferent types of alerting units.

cy’s activities to come to light. 
—Elliot L. Richardson, former at­ 
torney general and cu rren t am ­ 
bassador to Great Britain, is coming 
home to become secretary of com­ 
merce, his fourth Cabinet post under 
two administrations. Sen. Hubert H. 
H um phrey, D-M inn., im m ediately 
foresaw the move as adding Richard­ 
son’s name to the list of GOP vice 
presidential possibilities. 
Commerce Secretary Rogers C.B. 
Morton is returning to private life after 
the first of the year, but Ford says he 
will be calling on Morton for aid in the 
future, raising speculation about a 
campaign post. 
—Kissinger gives up his second role 
as director of the National Security 
Council. But Ford says he still “ will 
have the dominant role in the formu­ 
lation of and carrying out of foreign 
policy.’’ 
Lt. Gen. Brent Scowcroft, long-time 
Kissinger protege, succeeds his boss 
as chief of the NSC and as presidential 
adviser on national security. Some saw 
this as an effort to mute criticism that 
Kissinger wields too much power, but 
some of those Democratic critics 
maintained that Scowcroft’s closeness 
to Kissinger meant the secretary 
would still maintain effective control 
over the NSC. 
—R ichard 
Cheney, 
currently 
Rumsfeld's top deputy, will take over 
as chief of the White House staff. 
Little opposition was expected when 
the Senate takes up confirmation of 
Rumsfeld, Bush and Richardson. The 
jobs for Scowcroft and Cheney do not 
require confirmation. 
While Ford was preparing these 
announcem ents, R ockefeller was 
popping one of his own Monday — he 
does not wish to stay around next year 
as Ford’s running mate. 
His withdrawal followed months of 
pressure from GGP conservatives and 
some 
Ford 
supporters 
to 
drop 
Rockefeller because they claimed he 
was a political liability with an image 
too liberal for victory in 1976. 
However, both Ford and Rockefeller 
said it was the vice president’s own 
decision, and Ford denied that he had 
put any pressure on Rockefeller to step 
aside. 
When Ford was asked at the news 
conference if he had tried to talk 
Rockefeller mto staying, Ford in­ 
dicated he had not. 
R ockefeller’s letter lacked any 
explanation for his decision or any 
indication of his future plans, including 
whether he would support Ford or 
maybe try for a fourth time for the 
presidency for himself. 
Ford said in the news conference 
that “Vice President Rockefeller has 
assured me categorically that he will 
support me in 1976.” But the same 
question put repeatedly to Rockefeller 
aides during the day drew no response. 
The President said it was too soon to 
be thinking about possible alternatives 
for the vice presidential slot, but the 
nam es of R ichardson, Bush and 
Rumsfeld quickly popped into the 
speculation, along with Sen. Howard 
Baker, R-Tenn., who served as vice 
chairm an of the Senate W atergate 
committee. 
Ford repeatedly denied that con­ 
flicts 
betw een 
Schlesinger 
and 
Kissinger over national security policy 
had anything to do with the shifts. Ford 


said Schlesinger and Colby were kept 
on when he took office in August 1974 at 
the resignation of Richard 
Nixon 
“because I wanted continuity. 
“ But any president, to do the job that 
is needed and necessary, has to have 
his own team in the area of foreign 
policy,” Ford added. 
Ford said he had not decided on 
replacem ents for R ichardson and 
Bush in the diplomatic posts. But, in 
response to a question, Ford said 
Senate Republican lead e r Hugh Scott 
of Pennsylvania was “a great student 
of Chinese culture and history.”

CINCINNATI (AP) — The Hamilton 
County Board of Elections, which 
frequently has had delays in reporting 
returns in past elections, doesn’t ex­ 
pect final returns from today’s election 
before I a.m., according to Eugene 
Uth, the board’s director. 
But lith said he only expects about 
97,000 votes to be cast in the Cincinnati 
City Council race. All nine seats will be 
decided. 
Cincinnatians will also vote on one 
race for municipal court and two 
money issues. 
The school board has asked a $12 
million bond issue to build a new school 
for handicapped children, and voters 
will also decide a charter amendment 
that would increase the city planning 
com m ission from seven to nine 
members.
